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Father J. Walshe Murray is dead at 68 


El CAJON —_ Father J. Walshe 
Murray died in his sleep July 3; he was 68 
years old. 


Father Murray was born in San 
Francisco and ordained for the Society of 
Jesus in 1944; he came to the Diocese of 
San Diego in 1957 and served at the 
University of San Diego and Marian 
High School in Imperial Beach. He was 
appointed principal of Aquinas High 
School in 1964, and was later pastor of St. 
Pius X in Jamul and Queen of Angels in 
Alpine. 

HIS INTEREST in sports allowed 
him to serve as chaplain of the Syracuse 
Nationals basketball team (now the 
Philadelphia 76ers) from 1953 to 1957, 
and later of the San Diego Chargers 
football team from 1963 to 1975. He 
retired in July of 1978. 


A wake and rosary service for Father 
Murray was held July 6 at Holy Trinity 
Church in El Cajon, and Bishop Maher 
was the principal concelebrant of the 
Mass of Resurrection there the following 
day; burial was at Holy Cross Cemetery. 


Once during a Chargers’ football 
game, then-coach Sid Gillman is reported 
to have uttered an obscenity in the name 
of the deity, to which Father Murray 
responded, ‘‘Name dropper.”’ 


Father Murray’s long teaching career 
also included Loyola University in Los 
Angeles, Le Moyne College in Syracuse, 
N.Y., Santa Clara University and the 
University of San Francisco; he served 
briefly at Christ the King Church during 
the early 1950s. :

HAVING COMPLETED their 
seminary training and graduate study of 
theology, the five, ordained transitional 
deacons last year, were presented to the 
bishop for advancement to the 
presbyterate, and were greeted with 
applause from the people in the standing- 
room-only congregation. 


After having been found worthy of the 
priestly office and promising the bishop 
and his successors their obedience, the 
ancient ordination rite proper began as 
the ordinands prostrated themselves in 
front of the altar for the singing of the 
litany of the saints. 


The moment of priestly ordination 
came as Bishop Maher imposed hands on 
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Bishops’ war, peace pastoral is 
‘only a draft,’ says archbishop 


CINCINNATI (NC) — Following 
press leaks of a draft national pastoral 
letter on war and peace, Archbishop 
Joseph Bernardin of Cincinnati, 
chairman of the drafting committee, 
issued a statement warning against 
misunderstanding the document. 


The document is ‘‘only a draft’’ that 
will be ‘‘revised considerably’’ and so far 
is the. work only of a committee of 
bishops, not a pastoral message by the 
nation’s bishops, he said. 


IN ADDITION to the U.S. bishops, 
other bishops’ conferences and the Holy 
See are being asked to react to the 
document, he said. 


He also warned that the document 
“‘contains many interlocking ideas’’ in a 
“moral analysis of a very complex topic’’ 
and said it could be ‘‘misleading’’ to take 
parts of it out of their context. 


He also emphasized that the planned 
pastoral letter ‘‘seeks to contribute to the 
public debate about war, especially 
nuclear war, not close it off.’’ It 


recognizes that people of good will may 
differ on many-_of the issues and provides 
for ‘‘a certain flexibility’ in those areas, 
he said. 


ONE OF THE most controversial 
areas of the 66-page draft is its negative 
judgment on the morality of two major 
elements of U.S. nuclear strategy: the 
threats of first use and of use against 
population centers. 


The drafting committee did not 
condemn the possession of nuclear 
weapons under present conditions but 
said that a nuclear deterrence policy, 
within defined limits; could be morally 
tolerated while sincere efforts were made 
to achieve global nuclear disarmament. 


Those and other judgments on various 
aspects of nuclear weapons made up the 
main section of the pastoral letter draft, 
but those conclusions were only part of 
the document’s more «comprehensive 
treatment of the moral principles involved 
in war and pee issues.

REJECTED — The Church of 
England (Anglican) barely failed to 
endorse a covenant relationship with the 
Methodist, Moravian and United: 
Reformed churches. The agreement 
would have meant that the four churches 
would have recognized each other’s 
ministry and sacraments; Anglican 
opposition centered on the fear that such a 
move would compromise the Church of 
England’s claim to catholicity and 
apostolic succession in its talks with 
Rome. 


RIGHTS — A federal judge in 
Connecticut ruled that a fetus has the 
right to sue the Hartford Police 
Department in a case involving the 
unborn child and its mother. Lawyers 
said it was the first time a judge had given 
a fetus the right to sue as a person under 
an 1871 civil rights law. A spokesman for 
the American Life Lobby in Washington 
said that the precedent would mean that 
“If an unborn person has the right to 
sue,’’ then it should also have ‘‘the right 
to life.”’ 


NAMED — Pope John Paul II has 
named two new auxiliary bishops to 
Cardinal Terrence Cooke of New York. 
They are Msgr. Joseph T. O’Keefe, 63, 
archdiocesan vicar general, and Msgr. 
Emerson Moore, 44, episcopal vicar, who 
in 1978 became the first black named a 
monsignor in this country. 
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MURDERED — Father Frederick A. 
Garand, 54, a priest of the Diocese of 
Toledo, Ohio, was stabbed to death in 
Coral Gables, Fla., where he was on 
vacation. His rented car was stolen, and 
he had dragged himself along the ground 
trying to summon help. A funeral Mass 
was celebrated by Bishop James R. 
Hoffman of Toledo.

Prison chaplain: 


Christians can 


often be less than Christian 


By Deacon James Steinberg 
SAN LUIS REY — There is much in 


the way of basic Christian love~ that™ 


should be extended to ex-offenders after 


their release from prison, says Deacon | 


Kenneth Finn. 

But it usually isn’t and he’s trying to 
make North County clergy, both Catholic 
and Protestant, aware of the’ difficulties 
persons with criminal records have in 
reentering society, a problem also faced 
by the ex-prisoners’ families. 

DEACON FINN works out of Mission 
San Luis Rey here as his parish base, and 
has become increasingly aware of the 


problem faced by ex-convicts through his. 


work as staff chaplain at the Vista 
Detention Facility. 


““My concern is that we activate the 
Christian dimension based on» Matthew 
25, and hopefully make Christians aware 
that they ave their brothers’ keepers,’’ said 
Deacon Finn. ‘‘For too long as a Church 
we have allowed someone else to pick up 
the ball, but if we don’t respond to the 
poor, the orphan, the needy and the 
widow, the Lord will plead their case.’’ 


As the prison chaplain, Deacon Finn 
tries to contact clergy at the request of the 
prisoners, either while they are in custody 
or to prepare for their release, but their 
response is sometimes less than 
enthusiastic; he does emphasize; 
however, that a number of North County 
clergy do take an active interest in the 
prisoners’ welfare. : 


BUT THE problem becomes all the 
more acute, he said, when prisoners are 
actually released. ‘‘These are our 
neighbors, but sometimes we act as if we 
don’t want to associate with them. They 


- have trouble holding jobs, and even their 


families need support, but this is often 
lacking.’’ ° 

“‘Alternative sentencing would be more 
realistic. if there was a welcoming 
Christian community waiting for them,”’ 


he added. 


Joining Deacon Finn in what they 
regard as a common North County 
problem are Gary Norton, assistant 
pastor of Palomar Community Church, 
Chuck Nixon, associate pastor at Twin 
Cities Christian Church, and Donny 
Valliere, regional manager of Project 
JOVE, a private, non-profit, federally 
funded job placement and job-training 
agency, which provides both educational 
and vocational assistance for ex- 
offenders. 


. “IT IS DIFFICULT for many ex- 
offenders to return to society. They are 
often rejected by family and friends, have 
a chip on their shoulder, and must face 
the stereotype of being an ex-convict,”’ 
said Valliere. 


“‘As Christians we should be concerned 
with the poor and needy, but so often we 


.lose sight of them,’’ said Gary. Norton.

SAN DIEGO — Bishop Leo T. Maher 
and the San Diego County Ecumenical 
Conference have come out on opposite 


sides of a constitutional amendment 


. proposed by President Reagan to restore 
prayer to the nation’s public schools. 


The bishop received a personal letter 
from the president thanking him for his 
support of the proposal, which would 
reverse the 1962 Supreme Court decision 
which resulted in official prayer being 
expunged from the classrooms of all-but 
private schools. 


BUT THE Ecumenical Conference, 


while backing prayer and expressing the 
wish that all people would pray, 
nevertheless opposed the amendment as 


being in the province of the religious:~~ 


community, and -neither the public 
schools nor the political process. 

““To oppose it seems anti-God, anti- 
child and anti-American,” said Dr. 
Charles Ballinger, president of the local 
branch of Americans United for the 
Separation of Church and State and an 
official of the Ecumenical Conference. He 
was especially concerned that non- 
Christians would be coerced into praying 
if public school prayer was allowed. 


In his letter to Bishop Maher thanking 


‘him for his support of the proposed 


amendment, President Reagan wrote: 
“‘Changing our Constitution is a 
mammoth task, and rightly so. In this 
instance, I believe that we can restore a 
freedom that our Constitution always 
meant to protect.”

U.S. calls off Cody probe; 
Mrs. Wilson will sue S-T 


CHICAGO (NC) — A federal grand 
jury probe into a possible misuse of 
Church funds controlled by the late 
Cardinal John Cody of Chicago has been 
called off, with no indictments, U.S. 
Attorney Dan K. Webb announced in 
Chicago July 6. 

Although Cardinal Cody died April 25, 
the investigation had continued, but 
Webb’s announcement closed the case. 


‘*SINCE THE death of Cardinal John 
P. Cody, I have extensively reviewed and 
evaluated the remaining allegations as 
they relate to other persons and have 
discussed the evidence as to, these 


: allegations with the grand jury,’? Webb 


said. ‘‘My office has applied our normal 
prosecutive guidelines and the decision 
has been made not to seek any 
indictments from the grand jury and the 
investigation is closed.’’ 


His office also reminded the public that 
a grand jury investigation is not evidence 
of guilt and should not be regarded as 
such, 


The U.S. attorney’s office released no 
report or statements relating to any 
allegations. made about the cardinal. 
‘“‘We’re saying nothing at all about any 
evidence or lack of evidence regarding 
(Cardinal) Cody,’’ one of Webb’s aides 
said. “‘You can’t prosecute a dead man.”’ 


FOLLOWING THE U.S. attorney’s 
announcement, Father John R. Keating, 
administrator of the Archdiocese of 
Chicago, said: ‘‘Confident always in this 
outcome, we are pleased to hear the news 
which adds more depth to our fond 
memories of the cardinal.’’ 


In September 1981, Webb said his 
office had received allegations of 
improper diversion of church funds by 
Cardinal Cody, but he also stated then 
that the allegations were not proof of 
wrongdoing. 

Also in September, the Chicago Sun- 
Times newspaper reported that Cardinal 
Cody was the subject of a grand jury 
investigation into whether he diverted as 
much as $1 million in tax-exempt Church 
funds to benefit his stepcousin, Helen 
Dolan Wilson. 


THE CARDINAL termed the 
newspaper’s reports ‘‘slanderous and 
nasty innuendos.”’ 


A Justice Department spokesman: said 
in April, after the cardinal’s death, that 
usually a grand jury will continue ‘its 
investigation after the death of a person 
allegedly involved in criminal activity if 
others also were involved. If, however, 
only one person was the subject of the 
investigation, the death of that person 
halts the investigation, the Justice 
‘Department spokesman said. 


CHICAGO (NC) — Helen Dolan 
Wilson, a stepcousin and childhood friend 


_ of the late Cardinal John Cody of 


Chicago, will sue the Chicago Sun-Times 
for reporting that she received Church 
funds illegally from the cardinal. 


Her attorney, Leonard Ring, said July 
7 that Mrs. Wilson ‘‘is going to sue the 
Sun-Times. It is going to be in the 
millions, not t00 million but over 10 
million and on the grounds of libel.’’ 


RING SAID the Sun Times ‘‘published 
with reckless disregard for the truth 
accusations of her being the cardinal’s 
mistress.”’ 


He acknowledged that the Sun-Times 
did not directly call Mrs. Wilson the 
cardinal’s mistress but said, ‘‘you’d have 
to be the most pure and innocent of 
humanity not to believe that after reading 
the Sun-Times stories.’’ 


Ring set Sept. 9 as a target for filing the 
suit and indicated that although he was 
“‘still looking into where’’ it would be 
filed, it would not be a federal suit, but 
“‘probably a Cook County (lIll.) suit.”’ 


RALPH OTWELL, editor of the Sun- 
Times, said it was the paper’s policy ‘‘not 
to comment on any litigation threatened 
or pending.’’ The Sun-Times ran a series . 
of stories, beginning last September, 
about the alleged relationship between 
Cardinal Cody and Mrs. Wilson. 


Ring said that Mrs. Wilson had 
“‘decided some time ago to sue the Sun- 
Times’ and that he intended to ask for 


‘punitive as well as damages to her 
reputation. 


“The funds she received,’’ Ring said, 
“were legally received. There was no 
evidence of diverted funds and no 
violation of Church funds. I don’t believe 
there was more than $20,000 to $30,000 
that was given to her as gifts over many, 
many years.’’ The Sun-Times had 
speculated that as much as $1 million 
might be involved.

The giving record 


In the latest edition of Giving USA, published by the 
American Association of Fund Raising Council, Inc., some 
interesting statistics are presented about giving habits of 
the American people — including Catholics. It would be 
safe to say that from some of the information in this book, 
Catholics cannot be too proud, as far as philanthropy and 
the Church. 


In 1981, 53.62 billion dollars were contributed to all 
philanthropic causes in the United States from all sources. 
Of that amount, 83 percent was contributed by 
individuals. That amounts to 44.51 billion dollars being 
given — donated — by people, not by organizations or 
foundations. Contributions to religion topped the list; 46.3 
percent of all dollars given went to religions and this 
amounted to 24.85 billion dollars. The next closest 
category was education, receiving 14.0 percent of the total, 
or 7.49 billion dollars. One can easily see that religion is 
way out in front. 


How does the Catholic membership come out in the 
world of giving? It is not really possible to obtain the total 
accumulation of dollars given by Catholics to the Church 
simply because there is no single, central reporting unit. 


However, the National Catholic Stewardship Council 
has conducted a survey on annual diocesan appeals, such 
as our diocese’s Stewardship Campaign, and the results of 
that survey show that over 100 million dollars are given to 
these annual appeals. Plate income and financial support of 
religious orders and organizations are hard to estimate. But 
one could use a system and determine that plate income 
could well be a couple of billion dollars a year for the 
Church in the United States. 


But, if there is any pride in the hearts of Catholics in 
being extra generous or highly supportive of the Church, 
‘one single statistic from the Giving Report eliminates that 
feeling. 

In Giving USA, there is a chart showing the results of a 
survey conducted for the magazine Christianity Today by the 
Gallup Organization and the Princeton Religious Research 
Center. It reports on the percent of personal income 
different religions receive from their members. 

Catholics rate LAST in all measurements. 

In the category giving 10 percent or more of their income 
to their church, Catholics were the lowest. Only 8 percent 
of Catholics gave 10 percent or more. All the other 
denominations are up in the double digits in the percent 
giving in this category. 


However, Catholics were the highest in the category of 
giving less than 5 percent of their income. Forty-six percent 
of Catholics gave less than 5 percent of income. The next 


highest were the Methodists, who had 35 percent of their: 


members giving less than 5 percent of income. ; 

These studies obviously say one thing loud and clear to 
Catholics: while people of other denominations incorporate 
stewardship — the giving according to means to the works 
of God — as a large part of their faith, Catholics hold on to 
their money in almost a covetous way. 

Isn’t this something to which Catholics should give 
careful thought? Christ did.

Materialism, naturalism weakening 
families 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Materialism and the absence of an 
orientation toward God are combining to weaken the values and 
structure of the family, said Pope John Paul II. 

The pope commented in a speech at the Vatican to about 100 
participants in a course on natural family planning offered at 
Rome’s Catholic University of the Sacred Heart. The audience 
included doctors and natural family planning teachers from 
throughout Italy. 


The pope said the regulation of fertility has become ‘‘one of 
the most delicate and urgent problems for families today,’’ and 
emphasized the need for natural methods based on observation of 
the characteristics of human sexuality and on respect for the 
teaching of the Church. 


The pope said that ‘‘developments marked by materialism — 
which seeks only’ earthly well-being and the ever-growing 
Possession of consumer goods — and by naturalism — which 
excludes from daily life any reference to God and to transcendent 
values — aim at emptying the family, especially in countries bf 
highest economic development, of its deep meaning and sink it in 
a dangerous crisis.’’* >” “>” 


As evidence of 4 detlifie ift-values, the pope said, ‘‘many 
young people today, disoriented, do not succeed any more in 


~ seeing the importance of the institution of marriage and live out a 


love signed by transitoriness and infecundity.’’ 


““Many families,’’ the pope added, ‘‘do not know how to put 
into practice the obligation of responsible parenthood, as it was 
taught by the Second Vatican Council.”’ £ 


Because the church “‘belieéves in the family,’’ said the pope, it 
encourages natural family planning, based on the characteristics 
of human sexuality and which “respect the fundamental 
principles of the Church.” . 


Through the wider use of natural family planning, concluded 
the pope, “‘little by little, by means of the silent work of. 
individuals and by the keen testimony of couples and families 
who live the joy of an experience of Christian love that is 


generous and open to life, there is built a new humanity, to which _ 


the Lord has called us as His people, and to which all men —_— 
even without knowing it — aspire.’’

Court’s 1948 McCollum .decision which barred voluntary | 
released-time religious instruction from public schools.’’ Now, as * 
in 1973, an amendment limited to allowing school prayer is ‘‘in- 5 
adequate to meet the national need.’’ The amendment which is *

Someone else — I can’t recall who — has 
said that to understand all is to forgive all, and it is 
certainly true that the more we understand why people act 
as they do, the easier it is to refrain from censure and 
bitterness. 


THAT IS WHY so many of us come to compassion 
and, mercy only after we have had to endure suffering, 
grief or the kind of personal devastation that follows 
profound failure or emotional loss. We come to our 
understanding the hard way. ‘‘I know how it is,’’ we can 
say, ‘‘I have been there.’’ 


True understanding calls for a certain amount of 
emotional detachment. I don’t mean that we should be

detached from the other person but from our own 
reflexive feelings. For instance, communication between 
parents and children can be very difficult; but if a father 
or mother is able to forget their own feelings and maintain 
a calm concern — and always a loving attitude — the 
small signals and clues that might otherwise be missed 
become more apparent. 


A woman who had been married for some years to an 
abusive husband replied to an anxious friend that she was 
not inclined to feel abused because she understood why 
her husband acted in the way he did. ‘‘That doesn’t make 
him easier to live with, but it makes it easier to forgive 
and that makes it easier for me to live with him,”’ she said. 


UNDERSTANDING IS what lies beneath the whole 
mystery of God’s endless and unfaltering forgiveness. 
Often people feel that if others really knew what they were 
like “‘underneath,’’ rejection would be inevitable. Often 
this idea lies beneath the continuing rejection of God by 
those of us who are ashamed of the way we have lived or 
the kinds of persons we are. 


If God really does know every little thing about us, how 
can He fail to reject us, our hurting hearts cry out? And 
so, we reject Him before He can inflict that final pain

There’s a similar flaw in £.7. The visitor from the 
other planet is alien to the human race, in form 
resembling an animal, but in qualities very human: 
tenderness and tears, moments of joy, feelings, and. a 
heart better than a human heart.’’ He can also, despite 
“superior intelligence’, do a dumb human thing: get 
loaded on beer. 


BUT THE STORY could have been closer to the 
Christmas message. The mystery of the incarnation as 
St. Paul reminds us, is that our Visitor came not from 
another planet but from the Father Himself. He ‘‘took 
upon Himself our human form.’’ Not angelic, not alien 
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upon us. It may then be hard to grasp that God’s 
forgiveness is so total precisely because His knowledge of 
us is so complete. Understanding us so much, His mercy 
calls out to us who understand ourselves so little, to self- 
forgiveness and an increase in our own understanding. 


Someone challenged a statement I once made that our 
petty sins do not have the power to hurt God, only 
ourselves and others. I asked her to visualize a wise and 
loving parent whose understanding of his child was such 
that he was aware of the reasons underlying any wrongful 
and hostile behavior, perceiving them as part of the 
inevitable human struggle towards maturity. Such a 
father would not take his child’s tantrums personally. If 
punishment should be necessary it would always be -part 
of loving rebuke, not personal revenge. The well-being, 
the development of the child would be his main concern. 

IN ANY RELATIONSHIP this small element of 
detachment makes understanding simpler and forgiveness 
implicit. Paradoxically, the more we love, the more it is 
possible because our relinquishment of self is greater. 
Perhaps, the next time we tell ourselves how generous we 
are to forgive so-and-so, we might recall Cosima 
Wagner’s words and reach a little further than we thought 
ourselves capable, towards understanding. 


— but like us. Not only was Jesus Christ not threatening, 
he was One Who appeared among us like a man. 


Jesus Christ was terrestrial. He brought no plagues, 
was not the carrier of any disease, but raised our human 
nature to meet the Divine. ‘Like us in all things but sin,”’ 
He proved to us the love of which humans were capable. 
That wonderful fact, more amazing than Close Encounters 
or E.T: is one we can never ponder enough. 


Moderns who have written off religion, God, and the 
transcendent, play games by looking to other planets, 
peering for the space ships to take them away to a better 
world, to superior races. They reject the incarnation, but 
they are willing to accept incredible versions of help from 
above. They do not need a God, they say, and then look 
longingly to the heavens for superior humans to come to 
the rescue. But the truth is so simple that it’s almost 
inconceivable. Only God could have planned it. His Son 
came to tell us, this is our world, we are God’s best 
creation. His Son became one of us to tell us how good we 
can be here. 


No human script writer has been ever able to match 
that story. Jesus Christ was not extra-terrestrial, thank 
God. He was most terrestrial in inviting us ‘‘to transcend 
ourselves’? by becoming better than we are. 
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Italian bank scandal may 


touch American at Vatican

VATICAN CITY (NC) — A 
commission appointed by the Italian 
government is investigating links between 
the Vatican bank and the troubled Banco 
Ambrosiano, Italy’s largest private bank. 


Banco Ambrosiano was placed under 
the supervision of the government’s Bank 
of Italy on June 19 and its financial 
management has been the subject of a 
lengthy state investigation. The body of 
the private bank’s president, Roberto 
Calvi, was found hanging under 
London’s Blackfriars Bridge on June 18, 
and the circumstances suurrounding his 
death remain under investigation. 


THE THREE-MAN government 
commission supervising. the Banco 
Ambrosiano met on July 2 with directors 
of the Vatican bank, which owns 1.58 
percent of the stock of Banco 
Ambrosiano. The same day, Italian 
Treasury Minister Beniamino Andreatta 
told the nation’s parliament that he hoped 
the Vatican bank would take  ‘‘full 
responsibility’’ for disclosing to 
government investigators its financial 
links to the Banco Ambrosiano. 


No report has been made public of the 
July 2 meeting, but press speculation 
suggests that the collapse of the Banco 
Ambrosiano was triggered by the Vatican 
bank’s refusal to back loans made by the 
Calvi bank’s subsidiaries on the strength 
of letters of patronage issued by the 
Vatican bank. 


The press reports say that about $1.27 
billion was lent by Banco Ambrosiano’s 
Latin American associates to 
Panamanian finance companies on the 
strength of the Vatican letters. 

ONE SOURCE at the Treasury 
Ministry said that there is legal doubt as

to the strength of letters of patronage. 
They are apparently not tantamount to 
guarantees of payment, but more in the 
nature of letters of recommendation. 


According to press reports, the Vatican 
bank’s president, U.S.-born Archbishop 
Paul Marcinkus, is ready to assume $250 
million of the obligations of the defaults of 
the Banco Ambrosiano, but no more. 


The Italian press has also reported that. 
a letter exists from Calvi dispensing the 
Vatican bank from previous guarantees to 
underwrite more than $1 billion in Banco 
Ambrosiano loans. 


La Repubblica, a daily which has been 
consistently critical of the Vatican bank’s 
management, suggested last week that 
Calvi might have continued to use the 
Vatican letters of patronage fraudulently 
after the letter releasing the Vatican from 
financial guarantees, and hints that the 
Vatican bank shared responsibility in 
such a procedure. 


La Repubblica also alleged that 
Archbishop Marcinkus is likely to. be 
dismissed from his post at the bank by 
Pope John Paul II because of the 
Ambrosiano affair. 


The 60-year-old Archbishop 
Marcinkus, born in Cicero, Ill., said that 
he is ‘“‘unaware of any move’’ for his 
ouster. : 


THE VATICAN bank, ‘formally 
called the Institute for Religious Works, 
exists primarily to protect funds of 
Religious orders and to develop funding 
for their projects. A Religious order 
desirous. of opening an orphanage in 
Africa, for example, could apply for a 
loan to the Vatican bank. 

Fueling the press speculation of 


Vatican involvement in the . Banco 
Ambrosiano affair is the reluctance of the 
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Vatican and Archbishop Marcinkus to 
comment on the matter while the 
investigation is proceeding. A list of

Guatemala is one of those smaller Central 
American countries where _ revolution 
thrives, governments change dramatically, 
and lives are in constant jeopardy. And none 


of us would wish fo change places with the 
men and women who try to carry the Word 
of God in a land beset by political turmoil 
and death.

“‘America’’ recounts, the brutal murders of 
priests and brothers in Guatemala dramatize 
the dangers which confront the church as it 
seeks to defend the powerless poor.

Brother James, a native of Custer, Wis., 
began teaching in Guatemala in January, 
1981 and on the afternoon of Feb. 13, 1982 
he was shot to death as he fixed an outside 
light. As he lay dying, four gunmen sped 
away in the streets of the provincial capitol.

There are some 55 Christian Brothers 
working as missionaries in Guatemala, and 
their likes are in constant jeopardy. The 
church’s advocacy of the poor in that 
country and the efforts of missionaries to 
help educate the people are taken as a 
threat by authorities who wish to subjugate 
the peasants (Indians and Indian-Spanish 
ladinos). 

The current terror campaign in Guatemala 
has led to a mass movement of refugees, 
and it is estimated that about 2,000 a week 
cross the border into Mexico. Guatemala is a 
land of sadness and terror, and the people 
need our prayers. The missionaries, facing 
violence there, also need our prayers and 
our material support. Thanks to them, the 
church will survive. 
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Cursillo at 25 years: in the vanguard of renewal 


DALLAS (NC) — If you don’t change 
the world, the world will change you, 
Gerry P. Hughes, executive director of 
the National Cursillo Center, Dallas, said 
on the occasion of the U.S. Cursillo 
movement’s 25th anniversary. 


Hughes characterized the Cursillo 
movement, which means ‘“‘little course’’ 


_ in Spanish, as ‘‘the first of the renewal 


movements. ’’ 


“RENEWAL MOVEMENTS are 
those which help the laity to be more 
faithful to Christ, His Church and its 
mission. We are a movement of spiritual 
renewal and this is where the 
perseverance part of the method comes 
in.” 


“Tf you’re not “growing in your 
spiritual life, you’re decaying,”’ he said, 
““so perseverance is a program to help us 
grow in the Christian life and the 
obligations that it brings with it.”’ 


““The Vatican II document on 
humanism says that every renewal of the 
Church consists basically in being more 
slike Christ,’” Hughes explained. , 


THE STRATEGY involves seeking 
out, in the pre-Cursillo stage, key people 


in different environments and converting 
them to a deeper relationship with God by 
having them accept their role as lay 
apostles by attending the three-day 
Cursillo weekend. The post-Cursillo stage 
links them together for mutual support. 


Dallas has been the headquarters of the 
National Secretariat of the Cursillo in the 
United States since 1972. The center 
encouraged local movements to celebrate 


the movement’s 25th anniversary in cities 


around the country. 


The international Cursillo Movement 
began on the island of Mallorca in the late 


~ 1940s. 


ON MAY 27, 1957, the first Cursillo 
in the. United States was held in Waco, 
Texas, organized by two Spanish airmen 
who were in training. It was in Spanish. 


The first U.S. English-language 
Cursillo was organized in San Angelo, 
Texas in 1961. 


“Since it was the first renewal 
movement, the Cursillo was greeted with 
apprehension in the early 60s,’’ Hughes 
said. ‘“The bishops were wary of it. The

Communion, pray the rosary and visit 
the Blessed Sacrament daily. 


A CURSILLO can only be made once 
and is not meant to be a substitute for a 
retreat. The atmosphere differs from the 
individual solitude of a retreat. 


The ‘‘Fourth Day’’ refers to the post- 
Cursillo period, or the rest of the 
Cursillista’s life. During the post-Cursillo 
period reunions are held weekly, in which 
a small group of the original participants 
discuss the ways in which they are 
““persevering’’ in their lives of grace. 


Occasionally, all the post-Cursillo 
groups in a diocese will gather for an 
“‘ultreya.’’ Ultreya means ‘‘forward,”’ 
signifying the direction in which the 
Cursillistas desire their journey of 
spiritual growth to move. 


Sisters: Lebanon a ‘holocaust’

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Missionaries 
are convicted

Two French priests working as 
missionaries in Brazil have been 
convicted on charges of masterminding 
an ambush against federal police agents 
and employees of a cattle ranch. 


One of the missionaries, Father 
Aristides Camio, was sentenced to 15 
years and the other, Father Francois 
Gouriou, was sentenced to 10 years. 


THE AMBUSH occurred Aug. 18, 
1981 in Sao Geraldo do Araguaia, a rural 
area in the north-central Brazilian state of 
Para, after a long series of land disputes 
between peasants and colonists. Also 
convicted were 13 peasants accused of 
partcipating in the ambush. One was 
given a nine-year sentence and the others 
were sentenced to eight years. 


One person was killed and four were 
injured in the ambush. The priests and 
the peasants were arrested shortly after. 


The convictions and sentences were 
handed down by a court last week. The 
two priests were not accused of 
participating in the ambush but of 
. violating the National Security Law by 
inciting ‘‘collective disobedience to the 
law and class struggle.”’ 


FATHER CAMIO was given a 
heavier sentence because the court said he 
celebrated a Mass at the home of one of 
the convicted peasants five days before 
the ambush and used the sermon to incite 
to violence. 


After the arrests the priests were 
strongly defended against the charges by 
the Brazilian Catholic bishops, who 
received an expression of solidarity from 
the U.S. bishops the day before the 


convictions. 


‘*Brazilian Church pastoral ministry to 
farm workers is on trial in the case of 
Father Aristides and Father Francois,”’ 
said a telegram sent to the Brazilian 
Bishops’ Conference by Msgr. Daniel F. 
Hoye, general secretary of the U.S. 
Catholic Conference, executive arm of 
the U.S. bishops. 

‘“WE EXPRESS our prayers and the 
episcopal solidarity of our conference with 
you in your defense of the priests and the 
workers,’’ said the telegram. 

In a statement issued in February 1982, 
the Brazilian bishops, defending the

priests and peasants, said they were 
tortured after being arrested and that 
gunmen acting with impunity had 
attacked the peasants prior to the 
ambush. 


‘*Prior to the incident of Aug. 18, 1981 
veritable acts of savagery were 
perpetrated against them (peasants) by 
gunmen who destroyed their houses and 
belongings,’’ said the statement issued by 
the Brazilian Bishops’ Conference. 


‘WE HAVE LEARNED that in the 
prison of Sao Geraldo they were badly 
treated and tortured, especially their 
leaders. The lawyer who was assigned to 
them, an ex-federal police agent, limited 
himself to getting the peasants to accuse 
the priests,’’ they said. 

The bishops noted that many of the 
peasants had lived on the disputed land 
for more than 10 years, well before the 
arrival of the government-encouraged 
colonists.

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Says refugees ‘crippled,’ 


blames ‘welfare mentality’

The welfare system is crippling the new 
wave of refugees coming to the United 
States, said Sister Ann Wisda, 
resettlement director for Oklahoma of the 
Migration and Refugee Service of th 
U.S. Catholic Conference. ra 


Sister Wisda, a Sister of the 
Immaculate Heart of Mary, said that 
some of the refugees ‘“‘have developed a 
welfare mentality and have become 
parasites on American society.” 


“THE WELFARE mind has taken 


control of them and all they want to do is _ 


sponge off the American people,’’ she 
said. 


“This is not a criticism of the 
refugees,’’ Sister Wisda said later. “‘I 
don’t think they would go on welfare if 
the system didn’t invite it. These are 
strong people — they have survived war, 
boat trips and the refugee camps to come 
to the United States and be crippled’’ by 
the system. 


Sister Wisda said she has received calls 
from people upset with her saying that 
some refugees are parasites. ‘“People say 
‘I know a good person’ and I say ‘I do too 
— I know thousands of them,’ ’’ she said. 


BUT THE system makes it too easy 
for the refugees to get public assistance 
and many of the refugees are refusing to 
take jobs until their benefits run out, said 
Sister Wisda. 


‘*The new arrivals refuse to go to work 
for the minimum wage when they get 
more on welfare,’’ she said. ‘‘I don’t 
think it’s fair to walk off the plane and 
into the welfare system.’’ She added that 
her criticism concerned only refugees who 
came to the United States after 1977. 

‘‘We need welfare reform, that’s the 
whole point, but I don’t know where to 
start,’’ Sister Wisda said. 


FEDERAL ASSISTANCE for 
refugees has been cut to 18 months from

36 months and many of the refugees’ 
benefits have expired. 


Robert Wright, assistant director of the 
Migration and Refugee Service in New 
York, said there is a problem with many 
refugees who believe public assistance is 
an entitlement. More than half of the 
refugees in the United States are on 
welfare at some point, he said. 


The Refugee Act of 1980 allows for 
medical assistance for refugees outside of 
the welfare program, but Wright said the 
Department of Health and Human 
Services has not used this provision. He 
added that many refugees go on welfare 
because they have some medical problems 
when they enter the United States and 
they do not want to take an entry level job 
and lose the medical assistance. 


WRIGHT SAID he believes there 
should be alternatives to the present 
system which would provide short-term 
assistance with controls to get the refugee 
a job as soon as one is available. 


Sister Wisda, who has been working 
with the MRS refugee resettlement 
program for seven years, said, “‘We want 
to help people who want to help 
themselves. The whole role (of the 
agency) is to make them independent, to 
get them employed.”’ 


She said 90 percent of the new arrivals 
have relatives who are already employed. 
These relative-sponsors are asked by the 
agency to sign documents saying they will 
help the newcomers get jobs and will not 
allow them to go on public assistance. 


BUT MANY of the refugees receive 
public assistance anyway, Sister Wisda 
said. The Department of Health and 
Human Services ‘‘says the document is 
not binding.”’

Two get Navy boot, say 
they want to be priests 


ORLANDO, Fla. (NC) — Two 
Catholic sailors who sought discharge 
from the U.S. Navy as conscientious 
objectors were denied that status but were 
discharged as ‘‘unsuitable’’ for military 
service in June. 


The two, Brian Kokensparger from 
Columbus, Ohio, and Paul B. Wheeler 
from San Bernardino, Calif., were 
disciplined last spring for disobeying 
orders, taking an absence without leave 
and refusing to wear their uniform. 


BOTH HAD volunteered for training 
at the Navy’s Nuclear Power School in 
Orlando, but they said that as their 
training for work on nuclear submarines 
progressed, they found themselves unable 
in conscience to do what they were being 
trained to do. 


They cited Catholic teachings as the 
basis for their conscientious objection, 
and both have said they are planning to 
study for the priesthood. 


While their case for conscientious 
objection was pending, Kokensparger 


~ and Wheeler were reduced in rank and 


pay for their violations of Navy rules and 
were transferred temporarily to work in 
the chaplains’ office of the U.S. Naval 


Training Center in Orlando.

KOKENSPARGER’S mother said 
that the formal discharge papers had not 
yet come through but it was her 
understanding that the two had received 
honorable discharges. 


Discharges for military unsuitability 
can be “‘honorable’’ or ‘‘general, under 
honorable conditions,’’ according to a 
spokesman for the Central Committee for 
Conscientious Objectors, a Philadelphia- 
based national organization for military 
counseling. 


MRS. KOKENSPARGER said that 
her son and Wheeler received word June 
9 that their requests for honorable 
discharge as conscientious objectors had 
been denied. On June 10, she said, they 
were given new assignments, which they 
signed under order to do so but stated that 
they would not obey. 


She said her son was looking for a job 
in the Columbus area to earn money to 
enter a seminary. She said he has not yet 
decided whether to enter the diocesan 
priesthood or a Religious order. 


She said Wheeler returned to 
California with similar plans, to find a job 
in order to earn money to enter a 
seminary.

the cardinal’s death Archbishop 
Bernardin had been thought to be the 
leading candidate to head the nation’s 
largest archdiocese. 


HIS APPOINTMENT to Chicago 
was announced simultaneously by the 
Vatican and, in Washington, by 
Archbishop Pio Laghi, the apostolic 
delegate to the United States. 


Archbishop Bernardin 


Archbishop Bernardin five days earlier 
had a private audience with Pope John 
Paul at the Vatican. While no details of 
the meeting were announced, it 
presumably was to discuss the Chicago 
appointment. 


“‘T am deeply moved by the confidence 
the Holy Father has placed in me by 
appointing me archbishop of Chicago,”’ 
said Archbishop Bernardin. 

“I ESPECIALLY treasure his 
personal expression of solidarity and 
promise of support as I undertake this 
new and challenging assignment,’’ he 
added. 

The new head of the Chicago 
Archdiocese, who is 54, has held many 
key posts both in the U.S. Church and at 
the international level. 

He was general secretary of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops 
and its public policy arm, the U.S. 
Catholic Conference, from 1968 until his 
appointment to Cincinnati in 1972. 

HE WAS elected president of the 
bishops’ conference in 1974 for a three- 
year term. 

Archbishop Bernardin is chairman of

Last year Archbishop Bernardin was 
named a member of the Pontifical 
Commission for the Revision of the Code 
of Canon Law. 


BORN APRIL 2, 1928 of Italian 
immigrant parents in Columbia, S.C., - 
Archbishop Bernardin was ordained a 
priest there in 1952. 


He held several administrative posts in 
the Diocese of Charleston, S.C., until his 
appointment in 1966 as an auxiliary 
bishop in Atlanta. 


In 1968 he was elected general 
secretary of NCCB-USCC, serving there 
until his appointment, at age 44, as 
archbishop of Cincinnati. 


HIS APPOINTMENT to Chicago 
came only four days after the U.S. 
attorney in Chicago announced that a 
federal grand jury probe into possible 
misuse of Church funds controlled by 
Cardinal Cody had been called off with 


no indictments. 


In his statement, released the same day 
the appointment was announced, 
Archbishop Bernardin said he was going 
to Chicago with only one desire: ‘‘to do 
all in my power to proclaim the Lord and 
His Gospel.”’ 


He continued, ‘‘While I will be pastor 
of that great local church, I am very much 
aware of the fact that I am only an 
instrument in the hands of the Lord, who 
is the real shepherd.’’ 


WHILE HE said it would take time ‘to 
become throughly acquainted with all the 
dimensions of the (Chicago) archdiocese’s 
rich heritage and dynamic life,’’ he added 
that he was ‘‘anxious to get started, eager 
to learn, and open to all that is truly good 
and supportive of the faith.”’ 


Speculation that Archbishop Bernardin 
might be the leading candidate for the 
Chicago assignment took a bizarre twist 
last September when the Chicago Lawyer, a 
monthly newspaper, published an 
account that Father Andrew Greeley, the 
nationally-known. author and sociologist, 
plotted to oust Cardinal Cody so that 
Archbishop Bernardin could become the 
next head of the Chicago Archdiocese.

But does the church really make itself 
available to those who need it?’’ 


“The churehes that are really growing 
are the ones that are spending their 
energies on the needy and the inner 
cities,’’ said Chuck Nixon. ‘‘As 
individuals they have self-worth 
regardless of their past. The future is 
available to them as long as they can be 
channeled in the right direction.”’ 


‘“‘THERE ARE different levels of 
Christian commitment,’ said Valliere. 
‘People can write inmates in prison, 
provide transportation for their families 
or supply emergency funds. Often we 
don’t realize that their families are also 
victims of the offenders’ crime.”’ 


All four agree that the answer to 


ministering. to ex-offenders and their - 


families starts with a commitment to 
Christ, which will enable committed 
Christians to meet both the spiritual and 
material needs of their neighbors who 
need help. 


“Jesus Christ is the bottom line,’’ said 
Deacon Finn, ‘‘But the average church- 
goer will only be encouraged if he sees his 
leadership take the initiative.

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CORRAO FOR U.S. SENATE COMMITTEE 
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Mother Teresa tours U.S., practicing what she preaches

During a month-long tour of the United States and 
Canada, Mother Teresa of Calcutta, founder of the 
Missionaries of Charity and winner of the Nobel Peace 
Prize, coupled denunciations of abortion with calls to love 
the poor. 


Practicing what she preached, she committed the 
Sisters of her order to staff-a home for pregnant 
unmarried women in Little Rock, Ark., and visited new 
houses of her Sisters in the inner city of Newark, N.J., 
and poverty-stricken rural Appalachia. 


THE 71-YEAR-OLD nun traveled from coast to coast 
and visited Washington, San Francisco, Louisville, Ky., 
St. Paul, Alberta, and other cities between the end of May 
and the end of June. 


At Georgetown University she told the 1,449 graduates 
of the 193-year-old Jesuit institution that they were being 
sent to be a sign of God’s love in the world. ‘“What you 
have been given is not for you only,’’ she said, urging the 
graduates to proclaim God’s love by the lives they live, by 
the joy they share, the joy of loving Jesus. 

Those young people who are in love with someone are 
sharing ‘‘God’s gift to you,’’ but when contemplating 
marriage should love each other ‘‘with:a clean heart’’ and 
give to each other ‘‘a virgin heart, a virgin body,”’ 
merging their hearts together in God’s, she said. 

‘SANOTHER THING,”’ she said, ‘‘make sure you 


come to know the poor, wherever you are.’’ The poor are 
a gift from God and are “‘lonely for love’’ and respect, 


‘‘which we have taken away from them,’’ she told the 


graduates. 


On the same day, Mother Teresa gave a similar 
message to the 870 graduates of Niagara University in 
Niagara Falls, N.Y. ‘‘You have received something 
beautiful, so make your life beautiful before God,’” she 
said. ‘‘I say to you young people, love others as God loves 
you. Show your love by giving. 


“How do you love God?”’ she asked. ‘“By sharing with 
others, the hungry, the naked, the unwanted, the sick, the 
dying.”’ 

MOTHER TERESA was asked if she thought 
politicians could be doing more for people in the world. 
“J do not know much about politics,’’ she responded, 
“‘but I do know if the politicians would spend more time 
on their-knees in prayer the world would be a better 


--place.’’. ‘ 


At a Mass in the Cathedral of St. Thomas More in 
Arlington, Va., Mother Teresa said, ‘““The most precious 
gift of God is a child, for he is the image and likeness of 
God. With abortion we are killing the likeness of God, of 
Jesus. We are killing the unborn child.”’ 


On a visit to Little Rock, Ark., she spent two-and-a- 
half hours inspecting Abba House, a year-old shelter 
founded by Jim and Pat Grabner to provide medical care 
and financial assistance to young unmarried women 
considering abortion. From the second-floor balcony of 
the 18-room building, she announced to a crowd of about 
500 outside, ‘‘I have no gold.or silver to give you, but I 
give you my Sisters.’’ 
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THE NEXT afternoon, Mother Teresa told a crowd of 
5,500 in a baseball stadium that abortion is ‘‘murder’’ 
and that peace cannot be attained in the world ‘‘while 
innocent unborn babies are slain by their mothers.”’ 


A-day later, in San Francisco’s St. Mary’s Cathedral, 
Mother Teresa recalled to a crowd of more than 3,000 
that the unborn child in the womb of Elizabeth, cousin of 
the Blessed Virgin, leapt when Mary visited her. ‘“This 
little unborn child was proclaiming the presencé of God,”’ 
she said. 


‘*And today, the little unborn child has become the 
target of destruction. That little unborn child — we are 
afraid of him. The mother is afraid of the child. The 
mother wants to destroy her own child.’’ 


LATER IN THE month, a spokesman for Archbishop 
John Quinn of San Francisco said Mother Teresa had 
accepted the archbishop’s invitation to open a novitiate of 
her order in that city. 


Mother Teresa next told 22 graduates of Thomas 
Aquinas College in Santa Paula, Calif., to become 
carriers of God’s love and ‘‘serve him in the distressing 
disguise of the poor.’’ 


In Fort Wayne, Ind., Mother Teresa repeated an 
anecdote told often during her tour. ‘‘One day,”’ she said, 
**T met a lady who was dying of cancer. She was in the 
most terrible pain and I told her, “This pain is the kiss of 
Jesus. You have come so close to Jesus on the cross. He 
must love you very much.’ And this woman said to me, 
‘Please tell Jesus to stop kissing me.’ ”’ 


AT HARVARD University in Cambridge, Mass., 
Mother Teresa said, ‘“My advice to you is to make it a 
point to go and pray, to go once a week and be alone with 


God.’’ 


The diminutive nun also told 20,000 students, parents 
and guests that virginity “‘is the greatest gift a man and 
woman can give to one another.”’

Abortion is ‘‘one of the greatest tragedies,’’ she said, 
“because a woman is afraid of having to feed and educate 
one more child.”’ 


IN KENTUCKY to visit the members of her order 
who have opened a house in Jenkins in the heart of 
Appalachia, Mother Teresa said that service to other 
human beings is service to God. ‘“That’s how we show 
our love for Jesus...It’s not how much we give, but how 
much love we put in the giving.”’ 


Telling her listeners ‘‘we often don’t know the poor in 
our own family,’’ she said, ‘‘Poverty is not only material. 
There is a poverty of the heart too.’’ 


In Charleston, S.C., Mother Teresa was honored by 
the Charleston Diocese, which presented her with its first 
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Mater Ecclesia Award and by the South Carolina 
Legislature, which recognized her through a joint 
resolution. 


QUESTIONED AT a news conference there about 
efforts to further her canonization, she said: ‘‘Please, let 
me die first.’’ 


At Bellarmine College in Louisville, Ky., Mother 
Teresa told husbands and wives in a crowd of 4,200, 
‘“‘Have time for each other. Have time for your 
children...The home is the place for tenderness and 
love.”’ 


“Much of the difficulties of the little children, even the 
big children, is that they come home from school and 
there is no one to receive them...And the child goes back 
to the street. There are drugs and there are people who 
are willing to take them.”’ 


IN NEWARK for the dedication of a shelter for 
homeless women run by her Missionaries of Charity, 
Mother Teresa stressed the importance of love — love for 
the poor, for the unborn and for each other. 


In the United States, she added, there are people 
hungry not only for food but for love. ‘“Their hunger is 
loneliness,’’ she said. 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II 
met in private audience July 6 with four U.S. 
senators and their wives. The U.S. legislators were 
Sen.

cording to a news report, the Rev. Donald E. 
Wildmon, a United Methodist minister in Tupelo, Miss., 
has turned down repeated requests from Playboy 
magazine to sit for one of its renowned in-depth 
interviews. 


What has Mr. Wildmon done, you might wonder, to 
merit such recognition, this ultimate accolade, this 
irrefutable testimonial of celebrity in this our image- 
obsessed age? And where does he get off turning it down? 
Does he think he’s better than Jimmy Carter, Ed Koch, 
or, heaven help us, Norman Lear, all of whom were 
happy to have their names associated with Playboy? 


THE FIRST question first. Mr. Wildmon came to 
prominence recently as the founder of the National 
Federation for Decency, an organization which, as part of 
the Coalition for Better Television, has been bringing 
pressure to bear upon the major television networks to 
curb their emphasis on sex and violence and a distressing 
tendency to treat with condescension and even ridicule 
some rather fundamental Christian values. 


Mr. Wildmon’s motivation for becoming involved was 
very simple and direct. He discovered that, quite literally, 
there was nothing decent for his children to watch on 
television. Why, he thought, can’t I try to do something 
to make things better? 

It was the kind of good impulse most of us get from 
time to time, and we promise ouselves, and God, that 
we’ll get cracking on it as soon as we have a bit more time 
to do so. Mr. Wildmon, however, did act, and in a short 
time his organization gathered enough momentum to

attract national attention and: force the speechwriters ot 
network presidents to work overtime churning out 
verbiage that they hoped would make their bosses sound 
like Patrick Henry declaiming on liberty before the 
Virginia Assembly. It’s not the money, it’s the principle 
of the thing, you see. 


NOW AS TO the second question: Who does Mr. 
Wildmon think he is? Especially after editor David 
Rensin of Playboy was kind enough to go to all the trouble 
of calling his office a dozen times and finally sending him 
a letter? Well all the indications are that Mr. Wildmon 
thinks that he’s a committed Christian who is obliged to 
think and act in accordance with Christian principles. 


Thus he says, ‘‘I simply want it to be public knowledge 
that I refused to knowingly give an interview to Playboy or 
any other porno magazine.”’ 


Do you think that Mr. Wildmon is being a bit stiff- 
necked here? Well, there’s an old joke, classic in its 
ruthless precision as many old jokes are, in which a mar 
asks a sophisticated, well-educated woman if she would be 
willing to sleep with a man for $5 million. She reflects for 
a moment and says that she might consider it. ‘‘How 
about for $500’’ he asks. ‘‘What do you think I am?’’ she 
replies indignantly. ‘‘Oh, we already know that,’’ he 
says. ‘‘Now we’re just haggling over price.”’ 


IN THE INTEREST of fair play, let’s try turning the 
joke around. What do you call a man who, for a profit, 
facilitates illicit sexual activity between men and women? 
I think the correct term is pimp. 


Suppose, however, instead of doing this on a small, 
tawdry scale, overseeing a street-corner operation from a 
vulgarly ornate Cadillac, your man does it in a grand 
manner. He becomes the founder and chief executive of a 
multi-million dollar empire which includes a world- 
famous magazine, book publishing, gambling casinos, 
resorts, all signed with the symbol, the imprimatur of his 
reign, a symbol that reduces sex to the level of play and 
women to objects, of plensure to be cast aside once they

have fulfilled their function. Do you still dare to call him a 
pimp? Do you dare, in other words, to apply the ruthless 
logic of the joke to a man as well as a woman? 


MR. WILDMON hasn’t called Hugh Hefner a pimp, 
but he’s done the next best thing by his refusal to be 
associated with a magazine that degrades women, 
degrades them not incidentally, not once in a while, but 
degrades them consistently in accordance with its 
celebrated philsophy. 


As I see it — and maybe we can call in the computerlike 
Mr. Spock to verify the logic here — that makes Mr. 
Wildmon more ‘“‘liberal’’ vis-a-vis women’s rights than 
Carter, Koch and Lear. 


T V: A ‘quiet, grim... moving ‘meditation’ on murdered missioner

Roses in December: The Story of Jean Donovan, the 
season premiere of the series Crisis to Crisis with Barbara 
Jordan will be broadcast on KPBS-TV, Channel 15 in 
San Diego Tuesday, July 27, at 10:30 p.m., repeating 
Friday at noon. 

Written and directed by Ana Carrigan and Bernard 
Stone and narrated by John Houseman, Roses in 
December, a 55-minute documentary, is a quiet, 
sometimes grim, sometimes almost unbearably moving 
meditation on lay missioner Jean Donovan, who, together 
with Maryknoll Sisters Ita Ford and Maura Clark and 
Ursuline Sister Dorothy Kazel, was murdered, allegedly 
by Salvadoran National Guardsmen, on Dec. 2, 1980. 

THE TITLE is taken fron a passage in Jean 
Donovan’s diary in which she confesses her fears but goes 
on to say: ‘‘But El Salvador is so beautiful. Where else 
will you find roses in December?”’ 

There is, of course, no way of telling the story of one of 
the four martyrs without telling us, not only about all of 
them, but also of the heroic and saintly Archbishop Oscar 
Romero of San Salvador, murdered in March of 1980, 
and also of the priests who preceded him in martyrdom 
and the poor of El Salvador, who have themselves paid 
the heaviest price in blood. 

Roses in December thus covers some familiar ground — 
though alas i.’s not familiar enough. We see Archbishop 
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Romero moving among his people as they look at him 
with shining eyes and reach out to touch him. We see him 
lying dead on the floor of the chapel. We see the savage 
attack on the mourners outside of the cathedral on the day 
of the funeral, the bullets of the guardsmen thudding 
against the cathedral steps as people huddle together or 
flee in terror. 


AND THEN, of course, we see the bodies of the four 
women being disinterred from the narrow single grave in 
which they were hastily buried. (Here, as in the scenes of 
the killings in front of the cathedral, the footage is much 
more extensive, and grimmer, than any I’ve seen before.) 
We hear Alexander Haig making his infamous statement 
— was he lying or merely being fatuous? — about the 
possibility that the nuns might have been ‘‘perceived’’ to 
be running a roadblock and that they died in an 
“exchange of fire.’’ And then there’s the utterly callous, 
even more shocking statement of Jeane Kirkpatrick 
accusing the dead women of being not merely 
missionaries but ‘‘political activists,’? her implication 
being that they were asking for it. 


But there is also a much more personal, individual 
focus to Roses in December. The question the film asks is 
why this vital, fun-loving young woman, who was 
engaged to be married, gave up a good job, security, and 
comfort to go to El Salvador. The answer, of course, is 
that there is no answer. It’s the mystery of grace. 
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One by one, those she loved — her mother, her father} 
her brother, her fiancee, the Irish priest whose influence 
at a critical juncture motivated her to look more seriously 
into herself and what her faith meant to her — speak of 
her with heartfelt affection and respect, but there is always 
a note of incomprehension, even in the words of the 
priest. But that of course is how it should be. Jean 
Donovan wanted ‘‘something else’? — that they are all 
sure of — and she went to El Salvador to find it. 


JUST AS Graham Greene’s The Power and the Glory 
ends with the arrival of a new priest, so Roses in December 
ends most fittingly with a departure ceremony in the 
chapel at Maryknoll for lay missonaries for Latin 


America, some of them young couples with babies. 


The force of this sensitive, marvelously constructed 
film comes, I think, from the awareness of those who 
made it that the story of Jean Donovan did not end beside 
a deserted road on a December night in 1980 but is still 
unfolding and always will as long as there are young men 
and women who are also looking for ‘‘something else.”’

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_ Says matrimonial spirituality calls for leadership role in Church 


SEATTLE (NC) — In a pastoral letter 
on marriage Archbishop Raymond G. 
Hunthausen of Seattle sharply criticized 
the Catholic Church’s exclusion of 
married couples from “‘influential 
leadership roles’’ and called for a change. 


He based his call on a detailed analysis 
of matrimony as one of the deepest 
expressions of what the Church itself is or 
ought to be. 


“IN THE future, any. deliberate 
exclusion of married couples should be 
viewed as discrimination against the 
sacrament of matrimony itself,’’ he 
wrote. 


“Tt is not enough,’’ he added, ‘‘to 
confine married couples to an advisory 
role in areas which seem appropriate 
within the present perspective of Church 
leadership structures...Our. ways of doing 
things, our systems of decision-making, 
and even our structures of leadership, 
must change to include married couples 
so that the couple perspective can be 
clearly spoken.”’ ; 

‘‘Precisely how this is to happen is not 
yet clear. But we cannot be kept from

present action because the final answers 


lie in the future. We have to begin.”’ 


ARCHBISHOP Hunthausen’s 
comments on married couples as church 
leaders came in a 9,000-word Pastoral 
Letter on the Sacrament of Matrimony, issued 


July 1. 


He wrote it in connection with a 
national convention of Worldwide 
Marriage Encounter being hosted by the 
archdiocese July 9-11. 


In the letter the archbishop praised 
married love as the embodiment of God’s 
love for his people and married life as the 
incarnate expression of some of the most 
fundamental aspects of Church life. 


*“NO OTHER facet of human 
experience as aptly describes the 
passionate and unreserved quality of 
God’s love for us,’’. he wrote. ‘‘Nothing 
better mirrors God’s commitment to us 
than the relationship of husband and 
wife...It is uniquely the responsibility of 
sacramental couples to show forth the 
kind of belonging and intimacy, openness 
and vulnerability, which is God’s ideal for 
the entire body of Christ.’’ 


Supreme Court, religion: 
‘Wait ’till next year...’

WASHINGTON (NC) — Though the: 


concerns of organized religion fared 


relatively well at the Supreme Court this ° 


past year, the recently concluded term 
may be remembered not for what the 
court did this year but for~ what it 
promised to do next year. 


Probably none of the handful of cases 
decided by the court this term involving 
church-state issues could be described as 
landmark. The court announced, though, 
that it will issue new rulings next term on 
two particularly contentious issues of 
interest to religious groups: abortion and 
tax breaks for racially discriminatory 
private schools. 


THE COURT closed up shop for the 
summer July 2 and, except for emergency 
orders, won’t have anything to say until 
the first Monday in October, the 
traditional opening of the new court term. 


On abortion the 1981-82 term was one 
of the few times in the past decade in 
which the court issued no new rulings. 
(Since it also was the first term for Justice 
Sandra D. O’Connor, pro-life activists 
still don’t have an answer to the question 
of how she will vote on abortion.) 


The court announced in May, 
however, that it will hold oral arguments 
and issue opinions on five new abortion- 
related cases. Those cases raise such 
issues as requirements that second- 
trimester abortions be performed in 
hospitals, that parental consent be given 
for minors, and that doctors tell women 
seeking abortions about the development 
of the fetus and about other aspects of the 
abortion procedure. 


THE DECISION probably won’t be 
issued until late next winter or next 
spring. 

In another case that won’t be decided 
for a number of months the court also 
agreed to rule on the politically explosive 
issue of whether the Internal Revenue 
Service can remove the tax exemptions of 
racially discriminatory private schools 
without violating. their freedom of 
religion. 

The two schools involved in the case 
say their racial policies are based on their 
sincere religious beliefs. . But —. critics 
.contend the schools should not be entitled 


to the benefits of tax exemption for 


violating accepted public policy on racial 
discrimination. 

IN THE PAST year the Supreme 
Court issued at least three rulings in 
which organized religion could. say it 
won: 


@ Last December the court upheld 
the right of college groups to use campus 
facilities for prayer services at a_state 


-university. The University of Missouri at 


Kansas City had stopped student prayer 
groups from meeting on campus because 
it believed such meetings would violate 
the separation of church and state; 


¢@ The court in April struck down a 
Minnesota law, aimed at the Unification 
Church, which required detailed financial 
reports from religious groups which raise 
more than half their funds from non- 
members. The court said such a law 
unconstitutionally prefers some religious 
groups over others. Several mainline 
church denominations joined the 
Unification Church in challenging the 
law; 

¢ In January the court ruled that 
Americans United for Separation of 
Church and State did not have legal 
standing to challenge in court the transfer 
of government property to a Protestant 
college in Pennsylvania. To bring suit, 
the high court noted, Americans United 
had to show how the property transfer 
personally injured the organization. All it 
was able to show, the court added, was 
that it had observed something with 
which it vehemently disagreed. 


But there also was one major defeat. 
The court ruled in February that Amish 
businessmen must pay Social Security 
taxes for their employees even if such 
payments violate their religious beliefs. 
The court said that not all burdens on 
religion are unconstitutional and 
remarked that mandatory participation in 
Social Security is ‘‘indispensable’’ to the 
vitality of the program. 


IN A FIFTH church-state case the 
court sent back to the lower courts, 
without any definitive ruling, a dispute 
over the collection of unemployment taxes 
from independent religious schools by the 
state of California. 


The court also declined to accept a new 
school prayer case involving high school 
students in New York. 


' Those cases, of course, were not the 
only ones of interest to religious groups. 
Decisions such as the court’s ‘‘kiddie 
porn’’ ruling on its final day, or its 
opinion on public education for the 
children of illegal aliens, also stirred 
debates in the religious community. 


But with abortion and tax exemption 
cases on the docket, this year’s debates 
may be nothing when compared to the 
debates that are likely to take place as the 
result of the upcoming Supreme Court 
cases. 


“In marriage, intimacy and belonging 
are two sides of the same coin,’’ he wrote. 
“One cannot be had without the other. 
To belong to someone without intimacy is 
enslavement; to have intimacy without 
belonging is debasement.”’ 


In approaching sexuality, openness to 
children and marital fidelity and 
indissolubility, Archbishop Hunthausen 
emphasized the ideals and challenges of 
matrimonial life. 


“CRITICAL TO our understanding 
of matrimonial spirituality is to admit that 
it is sexual,’’ he wrote. ‘‘In Christian 
understanding, what distinguishes 
married love from every other human 
relationship is that husband and wife 
relate to each other with a degree of 
sexual intimacy unique in human 
relationships. Within the sacred confines 
of an exclusive and lifelong union, they 
concur with each other in sexual 
awareness, responsiveness, and 
participation. Sexual love is therefore a 
constitutive part of matrimonial 
spirituality, not something secondary or 
accidental.”’ 


‘“‘While truly passionate,’’ he 
continued, “‘this love is also truly other- 
centered rather than self-centered...In 
this understanding, making love 
challenges the couple...to pursue a 
oneness in life and a perfection of love 
which brooks no obstacles.”’ 


He called on priests and bishops to 
support married couples ‘‘by encouraging 
their sexual intimacy as a way of life, not 
just for their sakes, but for the sake of the 
whole Church.”’ 


“MARRIED COUPLES,”’’ he added, 
‘‘need to know that it is all right to be in 
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love after 20, 30, or more years of 
marriage, and to show that love oy ‘ly. 
They need to know that their sexuali: is 
not so much to be inhibited as tc be 
proclaimed. Self-discipline is bo u of 
tenderness and sensitivity to one’s 
beloved. Abstinence, when necessary for 
the couple, must reflect these qualities or 
else it is not responsible.’’ 


Archbishop Hunthausen approached 
the subject of children in marriage from 
the standpoint of matrimonial life as a 
sacramental expression of the Church’s 
basic, commitment to its mission of 
service. 


“It should be observed that parenthood 
presupposes marriage,’’ he wrote. 
“*There is not a sacrament of parenthood, 
but of matrimony. Parenthood is a 
derivative role, flowing from the love of a 
wife for her husband and of a husband for 
his wife.’’ 


‘“‘AT THE SAME time,”’ he added, 
“‘an essential dimension of the sacrament 
of matrimony is a willingness to empower 
one’s spouse with .the charism of 
parenthood. No service of life can be 
more fundamental than that of bringing 
new life into the world, and of nurturing 
that life to adulthood.”’ 


Archbishop Hunthausen said that in 
raising children as well, parenting is ‘‘a 
unified endeavor’’ in which the ‘‘bonding 
in interpersonal love’’ of the husband and 
wife ‘‘always remains foundational for the 
family.”’ 

“If this kind of love is lacking either 
before or after their birth, the children are 
bound to suffer,’’ he wrote. ‘‘There is 
just no adequate substitute for a love 


‘community in which to grow.”’
